AUTO WHEELS AND EDUCATION 


In the front. and rear wheels of an ordinary automobile 
the power works in opposile directions. : 3 

In the rear whoels the power begins at the center, the hub 
and works out to the rim, turning the wheels. 

In the front wheels, as the machine moves forward, the 
power begins at the rim and works in to the hub, turning the 
wheels. 

The driving force within the machine comes when the 
power begins at the center and works out. 

The two wheels illustrate ewo ideas of education. 

The old idea was to begin out at the rim of general theor- 
ies and let the student work in and later relate them to his job 
or his special interests. 

The other, idea, which I notice is advocated by many of 
the leading modern educators, is to begin at ‘the hub of the 
student's interest or his job and work from there out to mre 
general theories, relating each step from the center. 

In the first the information is planted by an outside force, 
not by the desire of the student for knowledge. 

In the latter the desire to know, the incentive lo study, 
comes from within. - 

One begins in the clouds and works to the solid garth; the 

ther begins at the foundation and works up.. , 
_. The new idea, analogous to the rear wheel of the aulo- 
mobile, furnishes the power and the.drive for intellectual ad- 
vancement. Relating knowledge to the student's interest or 
work creates a desire to know. 

Most men cease to expand after they leave college bécause 
they cease to study. he 

The old idea fostered this tendency. In college the large 
theories were emphasized with the idea that later they would 
be applied to the student’s interest or work. Consequently 
after graduation he felt the rest of the time was to apply to 
practical affairs the abstract generalities he had learned. x 

The new way starting with ‘the interest and working out 
from it into otlier fields of thought forms the habit of desiring 
further knowledge, and carries over after college. » 

The method has within itself, like the rear wheel, the 
drive forward to a continually increasing store of knowledge.

‘ANOTHER SUMMERLESS YEAR? 

‘THE year 1816, known as “the year without a 
summer,” was also honored with the title of 
“eighteen hundred and froze-to-death.” Will 
1926 be remembered as “nineteen hundred and 
froze-to-death?”  Some.,authorities think so. 
Their predictions are based on the fact that 
there are now a great.number of sun-spots, just 
as in 1815, and on the theory that the excessive 
spot area, by lessening solar radiation, was the 
cause of the cold summer weather. In an ar- 
ticle in the New York ‘Times we are told that 
the abnormal weather in 1816 did not attract 
notice until about April, when there was an un- 
usual amount of snow. -May was wet and back- 
ward. In Juné there was ice and snow.: There 
were no crops to,speak of: These data; of course, 
are for the northern Atlantic coast. We have 
no way of knowing whether the-unusual weath- 
er extended to the Mississippi and beyond. But 
scientists are convinced that the cold summer of 
1816 was no mere loca) manifestation, and one 
of them finds indication that ;“‘there were no 
crops raised north of the Ohie and Potomac 
and but scanty returns much. farther south.” 
That famous summer was almost as rigorous in 
England as in the United States. We read: 

“Some scientists say that the extraordinary 
summer was the result of a series of volcanic dis- 
turbances which began in 1812, with Soufriere 
of Tambora in the Malay Archipelago in 1815, 
one of the four or five largest. eruptions in the 
last two’centuries. They. point out that this 
series of eruptions discharged into the air a tre- 
mendovs amount of dust and ashes, which sur- 
rounded the earth like a fine mist. This aura 
in turn-acted as an armor against the heat of 
the sun, and a lowered temperature all over the 
‘world was the result. 

“Anotker less simple explanation is concern- 
ed'‘with the effect of sun-spots upon the clim- 
ate, To the Jayman it is a complicated bit of rea- 
soning, concefned as it is with such phrases as 
‘electrostatic field of force” ‘penetrating radia-; 
tion’ and ‘atomic disintegration.’ Reduced to 
‘its simplest terms, it merely means that sun-: 
spots lessen the number of rays of light which | 
\the sun throws forth and consequently the earth | 
is cooler. During May and June of 1816 spats 
on the sun were so large ag to be visible to the 
naked eyes. sey hst 

. It is upon this theory that scientists base 
their predictions of unusually cold weather in 
the summer of 1926. They point out that we 
are now approaching what is known as a period 
of-sun-spot maxima. The appearance upon 
the surface of the sun of spots gradually increas- 
ing in size, coupled with a certain periodic tida) 
phenomenon that will manifest itself next spring 
will result not only in greatly decreased radiatior 
from the sun, but also in the raising to the sur- 
face of the ocean of large quantities of very colc 
deep-sea water. These two factors working to- 
gether will tend to produce 2 repitition of ‘pov- 
erty year.’ The eruption of a volcano would, 
they contendfi make the recurrence a certainty. 

“Whether they are correct in their prognos- 
tications remains to be-seen, In the meantime 
the credulous will tread Hghtly on the galoshes in 
order that those useful articles may last through 
July. as well as January. They will emulate 
the fabled and lay up stores in the coming winter 
to Jast them through the rigors of another ‘year 
without a summer.” ©

“From January to August, 1924 
“Dr. A. A, James, working at first 
alone, and later in collaboration with 
Dr. N. B. Laughton, performed ex- 
periments dealing with the effects 
of extracts of the liver on hyper- 
tension in laboratory animals. The 
extracts were prepared by methods 

> developed by Drs. James and Laugh- 
ton and; being protein and peptone 
free, were apparently different from 
those known previously to reduce 
blood pressure. 

“Dr. W. J. Macdonald became as- 
sociated with Drs. Jamés and Laugh- 
ton 1n October, 1924, on the relation 
of the liver to cancer, The previous 
work of Drs. James and Laughton 
was-new to Dr. Macdonald, and he 
was given complete {nformation con- 
cenring the experiments, as well .as 

the methods used in the preparation 
of the extracts. 

“In fact Dr. Macdonald stated dur- 
ing an interview ‘in London that he 
had no Idea of the lowering of blood 
pressure with Ilver extracts previous 
td his coming to the University of 
Western Ontario.” .

TALL BUILDINGS 
SAFE IN EARTHQUAKE 





Stanford University, Cal., Dec, 14 
—Tall stecl buildings aro safer than 
structures, of 100 feet in height dur- 
ing earthquakes, in tho opinion of 
Dr. Bailey Willis, professor emeritus 
of Geology at Stanford, and seismo- 
logist. 

This viow, contrary to tho general 
conception ot the layman, -is sup- 
ported’ by“Dr. Willis on the theory 
that the period of swing in a bulld- 
ing of more than 200 feet does not 
coincide with the carthquake’s per- 
fod of swing, and, heace, the {ner- 
tia of the building mass‘stops jerk- 
king when the theoretical pandulums 
pasg. 

A bullding 100 feot -high. swings 
with the earthquake and this Je 
celves the maximum jerk when tho 
subterranean pendulum changes {ts 
swing, he said. 

“Thers is almost no dangor in the 
ordinary light dwelling house unless 
the chimney comes through the 
root,” Dr. Willis continued. “The 
most dangerous place is on the outer 
edge of the sidewalk and the ad- 
joining part of the street, where 
store front and heavy cornices wilt 
atrike.’*

Considerable effort has been ex- 
pended in attempts to discover suit- 
ablo winter rations for young plgs. 
During the summer when pigs are at 
pasture, rickets and osteoporosis are 
quite rare occurrences. Pasture grata 
yields an abundance of all the re- 
cently studied vitamines, and so as 
part of the ration supplies the needs 
in metabolism and prevents the con- 
4ition known as rickets. “Winter pigs 
need a winter substitute for pasture 
or a feed that resembles green grow- 
ing ‘grass and can be fed in a prac- 
tical way, This is best supplied by 
a leafy legume as well cured second 
crop alfalfa hay. If the leaves of the 
alfalfa are well preserved, and of a 
green color, then feed a quantity 
equal to five per cent. by weight of 
the grain ration. Minernls such as 
ground limestone, ground phosphate 
rock, and ground bone-meal should 
also be fed in total quantity not ne- 
cessarily exceeding two per cent. of 
the total ration. The alfalfa and the

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13? “THUMPS” IN. YOUNG PIGS, 3) 


Caused By the Round Worm, Ascaris 
Lambricoldes. 


The term “Thumps" {s used by 
most farmers to describe a lung dia- 
ease of pigs. There is a quickened 
breathing and rapid heart action. 
Many Uttle pigs become unthrifty 
and others die as a result of the In- 
festation. It is during the first few 
weeks of the pigs’ life that the round 
worms do most of their particularly 
destructive work. - Older pigs seem 
more resistant to the effect of worms. 
Infestation. 

The pens and yards in which the 
brood sow and her young are kept 
are frequently well supplied with 
worm eggs, particularly so if they 
have been used by pigs for any length 
of time. The worm eggs lying on 
the floor or in the yard are picked 
up by the pigs, elther while rooting 
or nursing. The sow’s udder is fre- 
quently wet and in contact with the 
floor, thereby gathering the egss, if 
present, on the teats, ready to be 
passed on to the little plg during the 
next feeding. 

How the Worms Cause “Thumps.” 

Soon after the ergs are swallowed 
by the young pig they hatch if ripe, 
and the young worts are liberated 
in the stomach and intestine. These 
¥Yery minute young worms burrow In- 
to the wall of the bowel and reach 
the blood stream, eventually rea¢h- 
ing the heart and lungs. This takes 
about twenty-four hours from time 
of hatching. Once the worms reach

There {sia limited acreage of fall 
; turnips grown In Ontario each year. 
; Roots of this class usually yield more 
| per acre than tho Swede turnips, but 
they do not keep so late Into the win- 
ter. Other names for fall turnips are 
Soft turnips and White Flesh turnips. 

Two varieties of fall turnips have 
been grown under test at the College 
in each of the past seventeen years, 
and the following fives the average 
annual results in tons per acre of 
tops and of roots for each of the 
varieties: Red Top White Globe, 4.0 
and 26.3, and Cow Horn, 6.7 and 
19.7, In 1918, the Red Top White 
Globe gave 21.2 and the Cow Horn 
15.5 tons of roots per acre, In com- 
parison with these in the test of the 
past year the Sutton’s Purple Top 
Mammoth gave 20.8, the Sutton'’s 
Imperial Green Globe, 18.8, and Kel- 
way’s Green Globe, 16 tons per acre.

If poultry are to be-kept free from 
disease their living quarters will re- 
quire as'muth attention as those of 
other. stock.) The apecialists give the 
poultry this attention and more, but 
the great majority of poultry-keepers 
neglect the housing conditions, 

First of all the house should be 
supplied with drainage that will in- 
sure a dry floor at all umes. Damp- 
Aess promotes the growth of bacteria 


and makes birds subject to colds, 
roup and other discazes, * Ventilation 
without drafts is very necessary, 
fresh alr coming in and foul clr g0- 
ing out.. -Large amounts of molsture 
gre eliminated from the lungs of 
birds. ° There are no sweat glgnds 
and the bird metabolism {s much 
more Intense than it is with other 
farm animals. The exhaled moisture 
must be removed or the house »will 
become damp and unsanitary. Pro- | 
vide four square feet per bird, face | 
the house south and provide a large, 
open front through which the sun's 
rays can enter and reach every Inch 
of floor space. Arrange the Interior 
of the house to facilitate easy clean- 
ing and disinfection. This means 
movable nests, roosts and feed hop- 
pers, that can be Ifted out to permit 
a thorough cleaning, at least once 
every three weeks, 


The Runs. 


Don't fence in the poultry ff !t ean 
be avoided. Better fence tn the 
garden and gcivo the birds the run of 
the farm. The green feed and in- 
sect Mfe will do much to keep the 
young birds growing and healthy at 
no cost. If the birds must be reared 
under intensive conditions, then two 
fenced-in runs shculd be provided. 
These should be limed, spaded and 
seeded to some green fved crop, be- 
ing used for the birds alternately. 
The use of ime and the application 
of the spade frequently will do much 
to keep the yard In fair condition. 
The Utensils. 

Most diseases spread {hrough con- 
tamlnated feed and water. To pre- 
¥Yent contamination, the utensils 
should be of such 2 design that the 
bird cannot get its feet into them. 
Feed hoppers and water fountains 
clear of scraching, and have a narrow 
platform on which the bird can stand 
while feeding. Wide platforms will 
mean contamination, One large hop- 
per or fountain is much better than 
a lot of » ones. Utensils In 
¥ milk 2nd antiseptic drinks are | 
used should be of crockery or enamel! | 
ware. Feeding utensils, {f of such ; 
type as can be solled by the birds, | 
should be given frequent attention | 
and kept In sanitary condition. 

The practice of thrawing seratch 
foed on the same spot of ground is 
not the best.

Services Rendered by Stock Yards. 

The service generally performed 
by the Union Stock Yards and for 
which charges sre levied on its pa- 


‘trons, is that of supplying a suitable 


place for assembling, sheltering, 
feeding, grading, dealing *# stock 
with all the protection factities and 
convenlences needed for such oper- 
ations, 

On arrival at the stock yards the 
company accepts the responsibility of 
the live stock. Its employes unload 
and deliver the stock to the alleys 
of tho different commission firme to 
which it Js consigned; the cattle to 
the cattle alleys, sheep and calves to’ 
the sheep building and hogs to the 
hogs building. The pens are padlock- 
ed until the commission firm signs 
ond takes over the consignment. 
This Is the service’and protection the 
Stock Yards Company render for 
their unloading fee of $1.00 per car. 

In addition to the services of un- 
loading and yarding, the Stock Yards 
Company supply and operate welgh 


scales over which all stock sold must | 
guaranteeing correct | 
weights to the vendor and purchas; | 


be weighed, 


er. No additional charges are made 
for this service, it being included In 
the yardage charges. 

The employes of tho company feed 
and water the stock when requested 
and keep the pens and alleys clean 
and fn repair. They also do a great 
deal of heeling about the yards and 
assist the Government Hog Graders. 
These are’ services that. have addl- 
tional fees on some yards. The com- 
pany maintains a traf—ic department 
whose services are available to ship- 
Pers at no expense in making ar- 
rangements with the railways for 
cara or in case of disputes over loss 
and damage in transit. ‘The company 
also maintains an office bullding for 
the use of commission firms, banks 
and Government officials, so that the 
business of Its patréns may be quick- 
ly and conveniently despatched. Live 
stock is insured against fire while in 
the yards, for which 15 cents per car 
is charged against the seller of the 
stock. The alleys and pens are also 
cleaned and disinfected against out- 
breaks of contagious disease under 
restrictions laid down by the munl- 
cipality and the Health of Animals 
Branch of the Fedéral Department.

{¢ Is Important to Know . How /tho 
Absence of Certaln Elements of 
Food Will Affect Development of 
Animals,

Young animals reared in nature's 
way, where the mother was freo to 
zelect and pick up the food plants 
that her instinct lead her to, did not 
suffer fromthe nutritional discase 
common to young animals reared un- 


der domestication. All men herve 
not learned the simple! 





lesson from 
nature,*taught to those willing to ob- 
scrve the unrestrained young animal 
that instinctively basks ( the sun 
and eats green plants. eed way of 

ogether 
in dark yards and stables, and the 
use of fried feeds that do.not carry 
the vitamins necessary to proper nu- 
trition, have too often resulted dis- 
astrously for the young animal. Sun- 
shine supplies something, dry feeds 
frequently fall to supply the neocs- 
gary something, required for proper 
development. 

Calves, pigs and chichens that are 
born apparently streng, fall to de- 
velop properly unless they get In 
their dally feed the mysterious food } 
elements that we speak. of as vita- 
mins. Diseases due to improper feed- 
ing have been reepgnized for many 
years, but exact knowledge of the 
lacking elements havo been known 
but a short time, 

Vitamin ‘A. Is soluble In fat and Is 
called fat soluble A. It is present in 
greatest amount In butter, yolk of 
egss, sreen leayes, yellow corn, 
Freen alfalfa and cod Ilver . oll. 
Young animals given feeds that aro 
absolutely lacking-In Vitamin A. de- 
velop a sore eye condition called 
Zeropthalmia. Chickens lose welght, 
the comb becomes pale, the feathers 
rufied and show progressive muscu- 
lar weakness. A white exudate col- 
lects In the eye. .On post mortem, 
birds that have developed this nutri- 
tlonal disease show smal! white or 
yellowish raised nodules In the tlssuo 
about the size of a millet seed and 
frregular {n outiine, These lesions 
are scattered over the surface of the 
oesophagus. In addition to the no- 
dules in the oesophagus, birds suf- 
fering from Vitamin A. deficiency 
may show characteristic changes In 
the kidneys. They are enlarged, pale 
fn color, and streaked with a network 
of white Ines. Occaslovally there is 
a general distribution of urntes 
throughout the body and the surface 
ofthe intestinal organs appear as If 
sprinkled with flour. The use of 
Freen feeds, yellow corn or cod Ilver 
ofl prevents the condition. 

Vitamin B. also known as water 
soluble B. This vitamin Is present 
In green leaves, fruit, eges, yenst, and 
the covering of most - grains. Its 
Presence In the feed prevents poly- 
neuritis in poultry, and beriberl in 
man. In birds, the disease fs char- 
acterized by nervousness and inabit- 
ity .to co-ordinate muscular moyve- 
ments, Parnlysts of the legs, frequent 
and sometimes paralysis of the mus- 
cles of the neck. The Internal organs 
appear shrunken and darker fn color 
than normal, The muscle tissue Is 
also darker in color than normal. 
The free use of foods, such as milk, 
frult, tubers, green plants, bran and 
rerm meal, prevents the antineuritic 
condition. 

Vitamin C. The Inck of this vita- 
min In tho food leads to the disease 
known as scurvy, It ig usually catled 
the antl-acorbutle vitamin. The main 
sources of Vitamin C. are fresh green 
yecetables, citrus frults and to a& 
limited extent In fresh meat, tubers 
and fresh milk. In poultry, the de- 
ficiency Is shown in a general un- 
thrifty condition of the feathers. In 
man, the symptoms are too well 
known to need mention here. 

Vitamin D. The presence of this 
vitamin In the food prevents the con- 
dition known as rickets or leg weak- 
ness {In young chicks, children and 
young pi¢s. This vitamin fs present 
in green leaves, milk and cod flvor 
oll. One, per cent. of cod liver oil 
added to the chick’s ration will pre- 
vent leg weakness. Rickets may 
also be prevented by exposing tha 
young to bright sunshine, the ultra 
violet may be obsorbed by the skin 
and have its influence on body 
metabolism. 

A mixed dict for man containing 
fn addition to cereals and. green 
vegetables, also some milk and fresh 
meat, is tho best safeguard against 
tho possibility of a vitamin deficlency, 
and, furthermore, insures an ade- 
quato supply of Inorganic salts and 
protein of proper biologic, For. anl- 
mals, grecn feeds in season, well sav¥- 
ed legume hay and roots for tho rest 
of the year, and sunshino all tho 
time. For poultry, green feeds, milk, 
yellow corn and sunshine all the 
time will keep nutritional diseases 
away.—L. Stevenson, Dept. of Ex- 
tension, O. A. College, Guelph.

Stock yards are built on a definite 
plan of smali and large pens to efm- 
clently fill the various requirements 
and each class of stock is allotted a 
certain sectiog of the yard. 

On arrival of-stock at the yards It 
is immediately Peergiontae 4 the un- 
loading pens and dhe peps ked 
by the employes of the stock yards 
company. These pens are divided in- 
to sections so that the different 
classes of live stock can be kept 
separated in cases of mixed carloads, 


“Usually all the cars of tho train-load 


are untoaded Into’ these pens before 
the distribution of stock to the var 
ious pens for sale or feeding. During 
this operation there is a member of 
the Humane Society present, whose 
duty it is to sce that the live stock 


| has been properly loaded, cared for 
in transit and that It is handled ju- * 
diclously about the yards, also to! 


direct the care of dead and crippled 
animals. It is not absolutely neces 
sary for the owners of the stock to 
bo present as their interests are look- 
ed after by employes of the stock 
yards company. Each class of stock 
from here goes*to {ts own section in 
tho yards, It is not necessary to fol- 
low a carloud of euch class of stock 
through, so will confine this report 
to a carload of butcher cattle. 1 
Handling Butcher Cattle. 4 

When the cattle leave the unloading 
pens they are counted and this must 
check with the rallroad shipping bil. 
They are then moved and locked In & 
pen In the alleys of the commission 
firm to whom conelgned, where feed 
and water are available, (1t may be 
stated here that most cattle are fed 
and watered as ju order to receive & 
good price it is necessary that they 
have a good fill to appear at their 
best at time of sale. If not, the buy- 
ers take advantage of this and cut 
the price, so 2 number of shippers 
try to reach the market a day pre- 


, Vioua to selling jo order that the cat-

le may have a good fll and quiet 
down.) 

The kate is unlocked and the stock 
released to the comtalssioa firm, after 
it accepts the count and signs a siip 
to that effect; {t 1s responsible now 
for any steallng or mixing of stock, 
Before the market opens the stock is 
sorted according to grade. The mar- 
ket opens at 9 a.m. and closes at 
4 p.m., and no trading ts done before 
or afthr these hours under penalty 
provided by the rules of the Live 
Stock Exchange. 

When the market opens the buyers 
enter the pens, look over the stock 
and make thelr bids for the whole 
pen if they are of even quality or in- 
dividuals, according to grade. The 
price offered depends on trade con- 
ditions, and supply and demand us- 
ually establish it. When the sales- 
man {3 satisfed that he has the high- 
est possible bid he completes the sale, 
as it seldom pays to carry the stock 
over until the next day. Each party 
keeps his own records and a final 
settlement 1s effected later when’ the 
day's bargaining is over. It fs a 
credit to the market personne! that 
such a huge business can be carried 
on in this manner without the 
scratch of a pen tu an agreement and 
with very rare disagreement later as 
to the prices and terms of sale. 
Sorted According to Grade. 

Tho stock is driven to the scalcs 
by employes of the commission firm, 
sorted and weighed {nto lots, accord- 
ing to the grade and price paid, A 
weigh ticket ls made out and stamped 
by employes of the stock yards com- 
pany showlng tho welght, owner, 
commission firm making the sale, 
purchaser, and agreed price— Tho 
stock 1s now out of the shippers’ 
hands and driven and locked into 
pens, according to the same grouping 
as welghed. Export cattle are kept 
separate, of course, to comply with 
the quarantine regulations. 


Cattlo that are billed through and 
stop off to be fed and wateref are 
looked after by the stock yard# com- 


pany. They are unloaded and driven 
and locked Into pens, fed and water- 
ed, and then reloaded to continue 
thelr journey. 

~ Calves and sheep are handled much 
the samo as the other classes of ilvo 
stock, While in the unloading pens 
the calves aro. inspected by a repre- 
sentative of tho Markets’ Branch for 
bobs or suspected calves, and the 
doubtful ones are ear tagged and re- 
ceive final inspection when slaughter~ 
‘ed on tho rail. Co-operative ship- 
ments, of course, necessitate the 
marking of the anImals so there can 


be pro rated acttlement. This is best f 


done by ear tagging the calves and 
tho use of paint colors for the shoep 
and lambs. e 

When hogs leavo the unloadin 
pens thoy are counted and: checke: 
the same as the other stock. They 
aro taken directly to the scales and 
weighed, then locked into pens and 
either fed and watcred or not, ac 
cording to instruction from the own- 
er. Most hogs here are sold on the 
“welghed off car’ basis. They are 
graded by the Government graders 
before’ selling, and a grading sheet 
accompanies each lot. Tho selling 
{gs much the samo as for the cattle 
and tho stock yards company de- 
mands that ail gates be lockod when 
under their care, and a slip signed 
when released. 

On hogs shipped co-operatively the 
selling weights are deducted from 
the home welght.and the shrink pro 
rated to each animal. Each lot must 


bear a distinguishing mark so that’) 


each shipper receives the proper 
grading sheet.

which had been operating fulty for 
the last two weeks, had to be closed 
down until certala repairs have becn 
made. From meagro details avafi- 
able, it appears that from Friday 
lant until late Sunday night the wat- 
ers had been rising tn the lako above 
Mendonne, which is a Teservoir, 
mado to regulate the water flow, and 
thus allow the operation of pulp and 
paper mills during the winter scas- 
on. At one time tho current be- 
came so violent that the reservoir 
dams gayvo way, and tho floods be- 
came a menace for the whole district 
along the Oulatchane River. 

Due to the early alarm given whoh 
tho floods reached Val Jalbert, thir- 
ty miles south, twelve hours later, 
‘preparation had been made to meat j 
the requirements, and some of the 
protecting dams had beeg sufficlent- 
ly reinforced to.resist- the shock. 
Yesterday morning and afternoon 
there had been such an improve- 
ment In conditions that no danger 
was entertained for any loss of life 
or serious damage, and, in fact, re- 
pairs were to be started within the 
next twenty-four hours, 

The C. N. R. Montreal- Lake St. 
John trains‘have been cancelled and 
the line will probably not be open- 
ed till Thursday. 

Commissioners Lake is twenty- 
one miles in }éngth, and from a half. 
mile to a mile or so in width.

Feet for the box can be made by 
using tiny tacks to icsten squares of 
wood to each corner of the box.

HERE js a vast difference be- 

tween making: money and coin- 
ing money. Anyone who is clever 
cnough may make money, says a 
writer in The Roydl Bank Maga- 
zine, but the. privilege of coining 
morey belongs to the Sovereign. 
The only place in Canada where 
méney Is actually made is at the 
Canadian branch of The Royal Mint 
at Ottawa, which was opened only 
seventeen years ago, in 1908, for the 
manufacture of all Canadian coins 
os well as English sovereigns. 

Great exactness {is ‘characteristic 
of all the work st the mint, A cer- 
tain® weight of metal.is given out, 
and a certain numben of coins must 
be returned. If one is missing, it 
is searched for till found, Even the 
dust which accumulates is collected 
and melted to recover sthe precious 
metal it contains. 

The processes through. which the 
raw material passes in being trans- 
formed from the rough metal into 
the finished coin are: melting, roll- 
ing, adjusting, cutting, marking 
annealing, blanching, cleaning, coln- 
ing, testing. 


Casting Moulds 

The ingots as received from the 
mint office are placed in crucibles 
with the proper amount of alloy, 
and melted. ~The molten meta! is 
poured into cast-iron moulds, thus 
forming coinage bars about two fect 
long, two inches wide, and half an 
inch ‘hick. 

The bars are not passed on till a 
report has been received from the 
Assay Office that they are-cf the 
right standard.

found to be the right weight the 
whole strip is passed as standard, 
but if too light, it is returned to the 
melting room. Three blanks in cop- 
per and two in silver or gold are 
cut at each stroke, and each machine 
can produce three hundred gold or 
silver, and four hundred and fifty 
bronze blanks in a minute. The 
fillets from which the blanks have 
been cut, known as scissel, go back 
to be remelted. ee 

The blanks then are passed 
through the marking machine, 
where a protecting edge is raised. 
The machine can mark six hundred 
blanks in a minute. 

The rolling and cutting process 
makes the metal hard and brittle, 
so the marked blanks arc. softened 
by passing them through an anneal- 
ing furnace, are cleaned In a weak 
aistion of sulphuric acid, and 
washed and dried, the drying being 
done in a centrifugal arying ma- 
chine. oy:

Coining or stampjng is the next 
précess, The presses, ,of which 
there ‘are six, have a capacity of 
200,000 coins a day.

—Moethods of Supplementary Feed- 
ing — Burning by Paris Green 
Spray.

In the construction of the antmal 
body some ten principal minerals are 
used; This seems a lot, and when we 
look at a cow or-a pig, nothing of a 
metallic nature is in view unless. it 
is the ring in the pig’s nose. Minerals 
are redyced to forms that the Jayman 
cannot readily recognize, by various 
Processes before they—are used In 
body building. When we see a roast 
of beef on the butcher’s block we do 
not think of it In terms of bydrogen,) 
oxygen, calcium, phosphorus, fron, 
etc., unless we have a knowledge 
chemistry. To the majority it is just 
beef and that fs as far back as their 
thoughts go. . But to the man on the 
land who makes his living producing 
fool animals it is something. more. 
He has had experience some time dur- 
ing his feeding operations, with ani- 
mais that lacked thrift, did not de- 
velop properly, bones weak, small, 
erooked, ‘and jolnts malformed. 

The experienced feeder knows that 
salt is eesential to the well-being of 
his animals, so he provides it. If 
doing s0 two of the necessary min- 
erals, sodium and chlorine, find their 
way to the structural units of the 
body. The experienced feeder knows 
that blue grass grown on limestone 
lands is different from other blio 
grass,.in that it provides something: 
that alds very materially-in building 
a strong bony structure for the young 
animal « 
Recognition of Mineral Deficiencies. 

1. Iodine.—Blg neck or goitre In 
new-born calves, Jambs, foala and 
dead hairless pigs indicate that this 
inineral- element was not present in 
quantity sufficient for’ normal do- 
velopment. 

2. Calelum - and Phosphorous.— 
Rickets in young animals, paralytic 
condition of the joints of either fore 
or hind Imbs, weak legs, and soft- 
shelled eggs in chickens, and low 

lk production are common condl- 
tions where these minerals are not 
supplied in sufMcient quantity. 

Feeds Rich In Calcium (the bone 
maker})——Alfalfa, Red Clover, Tank- 
age, Dried Milk products, Skimmilk, 
Buttermilk, Whey. 

Feeds Poor In Calelum.—Cereal 
grains, roots, Timothy hay, cereal 
straws. 

Feeds With Calcium In Moderate 
Amount.—Drled beet pulp, corn sil- 
age, corn fddder. 

(a) Calcium can be auppled by 
feeding steamed bonemeal, raw rock 
phosphate, whiting, chalk, alr-wlacked 
Ime, limestone, marl, or wood ashes, 
in qupatity sufMcient to supply thb 
nD ong ‘with the dally ration. 

* (b) Phosphorous can be supplied 
best by using phosphoroug rich food 
as bran, Hnseed meal and tankage, 
or by using raw rock phosphate floats 
in conjunction with calclum. Steam- 
ed bone meal can alao be ured. 

(ce) Iodine can be supplied by us- 
ing sea salt from which the lpdine baa 
not been removed or by using the 

ercial fodized salt. 
Method of Feeding Supplementa. 

Tho quantities required are not 
large. For animals at pasture a self 
feeder is the only practical method. 
For stall-fed animals the Ingredients 
can be mixed and given with the daily 
ration, where calecfum and phosphor- 
ous alone are required such can be 
supplied by mixing steamed bone 
meal, marl and salt. If lodine alone 
is required a solution mado of one 
ounce of fodine to one gallon of water 
can be made up and one tableapoon- 
ful applied daily to the feed of cach 
animal. 

If the milk yflelds are low, and the 
cows chewing bones, lonk to the inin- 
eral content of the feed and make’ 
adjustment.’ If the pigs are crippled, 
with swollen joints and defective 
bones, look to the mineral contant 
of the feed. If the hens laying 
eoft-shelled eggs, look to tife mineral 
content of the food.- ‘

To Keep Pests From Small Fruita. 


No good excuse can be given by 
anyone as a reason for losing a crop 
of currants or gooseberries becatse 
of mildew or worms. Limesulphur 
at summer strength as for apples or 
Bordeaux applied when the leaves 
first appear and at intervals of two 
woeks thereafter until the [rtit is 
half grown will control mildew. Add 
two pounds of dry lead arsenate to 
100 gallons of spray and you can 
control the currant worms at the 
Bame time. If plant lice or aphids 
show up give them a dose of nicotine 
sulphate at the usual strength on-the 
first appearance of the pests. If 
worms appear after the fruit is half 
grown use fresh white hellebore in- 
stead of lead arsenate. 


Burning by Paris Green Spray.
